The world has commemorated another anniversary of the signing of the 
Armistice,—the sixteenth. Remembrance Day, as we have come most ap¬ 
propriately to call November 11, falling on a Sunday as it did this year, j 
was observed by hundreds of thousands of people in nations all over the i 
world. From the pulpits of churches of all religious denominations Peace j 
sermons were preached and the horribleness and brutality of war vividly 
depicted and unanimously condemned. Gathered at the graves of Unknown | 
Warriors, assembled about cenotaphs and other monuments erected to the j 
memory of the gallant dead, or meeting in solemn memorial services, men j 
and women formed an almost unbroken circle around the world as they | 
stood with bowed heads and in impressive silence as the hour of eleven! 
o'clock struck. j 

It was Remembrance Day! People wore flaming red poppies symbolical i 
of Flanders Fields and of the bright red blood of youth there shed. Rever¬ 
ently they laid wreaths of poppies in many hallo Wed spots. People heard j 
the pipes and drums play "The Lament”, the bugles sound "Last Post” and j 
‘'Reveille”, and they saw the Colors slowly dipped. 

Pride and sorrow were interwoven and strangely mixed as the memories , 
of those of the older generation were carried back to 1914-1918 and to the I 
first Armistice Day,- pride that men, and women too, had responded to the i 
call of duty when that call came; sorrow that so many had been called upon I 
to make the supreme sacrifice or go through life maimed and. handicapped j 
to the end of their days. And mingling with pride and sorrow there was a 
righteous anger that such a barbarism as War should be permitted and 
sanctioned by peoples and nations styling themselves Christian and civilized. 

But does Remembrance Day mean nothing more than this? Does it 
begin and end with the twenty-four hours of November 11, and are we then 
to lapse into forgetfulness for the remaining^ 364 days of the year until once 
again November 11 calls upon us to stand iirsilence and remember? 

Consider, you who are now reading these lines: Have the memories 
stirred only a few short days ago not already begun to fade ? Is not that i 
almost red hot righteous anger against War and all that War means whicli | 
you felt so recently alt eady cooling off ? If your passionate demand for I 
Peace, and that never again shall War blast its way in this world, as keen j 
to-day as it was when you stood in a silence that could almost be felt just- 
a few days ago ? Alas, it must be so. Indeed it is well that in many re- ! 
upsets our human memories are short, else we could not bear the burdens! 
which memory would bring. But it is vitally important to the future of j 
mankind that we should never forget all the tragedy that Remembrance Day ! 
brings to mind. So far as the awfulness and uselessness of War is non- j 
cerned, every day should be Remembrance Day. 

Canada is a peace-loving country. If the decision could be left to the J 
Canadian people there would never be another war waged anywhere on this ; 
world’s surface, nor upon its seas, nor in its air. Canada has always set the j 
nations an example in disarmament; or rather by its refusal to engage in j 
armaments. Our paltry permanent force and numerically small and widely 
scattered militia is but a domestic police force maintained to guarantee law 
and order. Of offensive armaments Canada possesses none. 

But as a nation of Peace, Canada has a duty to the whole world. At 
Geneva^ the voice of Canada is always raised for Peace; in world conference 
C anada s vote is always cast for Peace. But the responsibility is ours to 
make our voice for Peace stronger fend still more emphatic in a world of 
nations apparently bent upon engaging in a race for war-like armaments 
unparalleled in all history. 

Narrow nationalism, with all its selfishness, its suspicions, its jealousies 
and its animosities is the basic, the underlying cause of war. The truth of j 
this statement is emphasized over and over again by the well known inter¬ 
national correspondent, Isaac F. Marcosson, in an article entitled "Does 
Rurope Want Disarmament?” Selfish nationalism wrecked the World Eco¬ 
nomic Conference called to bring about tariff and currency readjustment 
and because of that failure the whole world still staggers and suffers. Sel¬ 
fish nationalism has rendered every disarmament conference a failure And 
because men still insist upon such narrow national selfishness, the nations 
are heading straight into another war. 

Canada is not free of the taint of selfish nationalism, but it has not .the 
grip on the people of this new and young land that it has upon the older 
countries of Europe and Asia. Nevertheless, if Canada’s voice for World 
Peace is to be as strong and emphatic as it ought to be, the Canadian peo- 
ple must not only place a curb upon the growth of any spirit of selfish 
nationalism but we must seek to eradicate it from our individual minds and 
hearts and from the policies of this Canadian Dominion. 

Let us remember and keep fresh the memories and lessons of Remem¬ 
brance Day, abhor War and all that tends towards War, and think and plan 
and live for Peace at home and in the world. 1

NOTES AND COMMENTS 


BLAIRMORE, through its council 
and school board, gains an unenviable 
reputation. Representative organiza¬ 
tions fostering British Empire ideals 
protest against school children being 
given a holiday to observe the anni¬ 
versary of the Russian revolution. 


FOR over two years Blairmore has 
been dominated by a council and 
school board which has flaunted Bri¬ 
tish ideals, heaping indignity on those 
who would not become subservient to 
their revolutionary propaganda. To 
such an extent has this persisted, that 
outside organizations have protested. 
Apparently the loyal citizens are so 
few or so Weak they cannot accom¬ 
plish the overthrow of the reaction¬ 
aries. 


THE local weekly newspaper is 
boycotted by the council and school 
board; the leading store also boycotts 
it and one of the partners even hob¬ 
nobs with the kingfish of the “reds” 
by inviting him to tea—even boasted 
of it. A nice kettle of fish! It’s 
Blairmore’s own business, no doublt, 
but—what a fine example for children 
who are taught to believe in Canadian 
and Empire ideals. And while such a 
clique is in the saddle, there are. 
spineless individuals, who, for the 
sake of business, permit national 
ideals and traditions to be flaunted to 
the point of insult. It’s a long road 
that hasn’t a turning, and a change 
cannot come too soon. 


A COMMUNIST propagandist, 
George Palmer, was treated to a ride 
by a group of unidentified men near 
Innisfree on Friday night. He w’as 
stripped of clothing and daubed with 
tar and feathers, according to daily 
newspaper reports. Such acts of law¬ 
lessness cannot be condoned, yet vio¬ 
lence was incited in the grain strike 
at Mundare and other points, which 
were probably due to the activities of 
agitators, when a farmer’s grain 
wagon was • overturned and a woman 
was molested as she was driving 
grain to an elevator.

of agitation, when bands of hood¬ 
lums would parade and make a gen¬ 
eral nuisance, singing senseless songs 
and throwing rocks. A few doses of 
the treatment they mete out to others 
causes them to squeal like whipped 
pups.

WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 


Lieutenant-Governor Herbert 
Bruce of Ontario has been elected to 
the board of the Dominion Bank. 

Robert W. Babson, statistical ex¬ 
pert, advocates a coalition govern¬ 
ment in the United States beginning 
in 1937. 

The Soviet Union whose position 
world's second largest pig iron pro¬ 
ducer recently was announced, con¬ 
tracted with Japan to sell 40,000 tons 
of this product. 

"Given similar jurisdiction, namely, 
monetary and customs control, Bri¬ 
tish Columbia is in a better financial 
position than the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada,” Premier T. D. Pattullo de¬ 
clared in a public address. 

Prompt construction of two giant 
airships, an aircraft carrier and 
"flying deck” cruiser unlike any other 
ship now afloat has been proposed 
privately to President Roosevelt’s 
aviation commission. 

Dr. A. L. McNabb, director of the 
Ontario health laboratories in Tor¬ 
onto, revealed he had succeeded In 
isolating tularaemia germs infecting 
a human being. He said he believed 
it was the first time such an Isolation 
had been achieved in Canada. 

Germany is dickering to induce the 
major powers to legalize her rearma¬ 
ment so she may re-enter the com¬ 
munity of nations before a mutual 
assistance league is formed against 
her, French political commentators 
said. 

The French Academy of Science 
awarded a prize of 3,500 francs to 
Irene Jollot-Curie, whose parents 
gave radium to the world, and Dr. 
Frederic Joliot, her husband, for the 
creation of new radioactive 
stances which they hope will substi¬ 
tute for radium in the treatment of 
human ills. 


BACTERIA 

(By Gordon H < '.neat. M.A.* 

When the microscope was Invented 

new field of science known as 
bacteriology, was opened up. Bacteria 
is the name given to a large group 
of plant organisms of minute size. 
Some of these have a rod-like ap¬ 
pearance, some are spherical, and 
some look like trailing bits of fila¬ 
ment. The rod-like type are called 
bacilli, and it requires twenty-five 
thousand of them placed end to end 
to occupy one inch of space. 

Bacteria reproduce by the division 
of their bodies, one rod or sphere 
changing with great rapidity into 
two. The bacilli which bring about 
the fermentation of hay, double their 
length and divides every half hour. 

Many kinds of bacteria are kl'led 
bv light while others cannot with¬ 
stand great extremes of heat and 
‘ A few varieties, however, exist 
in a dormant state at 222 degrees be¬ 
low zero. A temperature of 87 de¬ 
grees above zero destroys most bac¬ 
teria, but some are known to live in 
hot springs where the temperature is 
104 degrees. 

Because they are plants, bacteria 
have no stomachs, and so they can¬ 
not absorb undigested food. They 
therefore go into their food. When 
they have penetrated into the ma¬ 
terial which they are going to use for 
food, they give off chemicals which 
change the material into a form in 
which it can be absorbed. Thus bac¬ 
teria bi-ing about the decomposition 
of dead plants and animals. Slowly 
but surely the bacteria bring about 
complete decomposition of the dead 
matter into many compounds, includ¬ 
ing such important substances as 
carbon dioxide and ammonia. If it 
were not for this process of destruc¬ 
tion all living things on the earth 
would soon perish, because the chemi¬ 
cal elements upon which life depends 
would be locked up in dead .plants 
and animals. Thus the chemical ele¬ 
ments necessary to life are always 
travelling in a circle. Everything 
come from the earth, returns to the 
earth and is used over and over 
again. If the circle is ever broken 
all life would stop. Bacteria play 
important part in keeping this vi 
circle unbroken.
